Paris. — The supreme war council 
has decided, says a Havas report, that 
the armistice with Germany will be 
renewed on Feb, 17 for a very brief 
Period, with the allies reserving the 
right to suspend it at any time ia 
event of Germany's: failure to carry 
out new clauses or tlYose which have 
hitherto not been executed. It is said 
the terms will provide that’ the Ger- 
mans must cease hostilities agaist 
the Poles and maintain their forces 
within fixed limits. 

During the brief period of the re- 
newed armistice a special commis- 
sion will definitely draft the condi- 
tions of an armistice which will last 
till the signature of the peace prelim- 


inarics. These conditions which the 
supreme war council is reported to 
have approved in a rough form have 
in view, it is said, the demobilization 
of the German army and the, disarm- 
ament of the enemy under the sup- 
ervision of the allies.

They Will Accompany Units 
Which They are Attached 
Ottawa. — The policy “to be car- 
tied out in the demobilization of the 
medieal services of the Canadian ex- 
peditionary-force overseas is outlined 
in a cable transmitted by the de- 
pattment of militia to the director of 
public information here, 

The cable states that medical units 
will accompany the divisions of the 
C.E.F, to which they are attached, in 
conformity with the general policy of 
demobilization. In addition to the 
regular divisional medical unit, each 
division will be accompanied by one 
general hospital, one stationary hos- 
pital and one casualty clearing sta- 
tion, 

The general policy to be ddopted 
towards the latter units is that they 
shall be evacuated from France in 
order of seniority; therefore, with 
the 3rd Division, which will be the 
first to leave the corps, will be i| 
General Hospital and No, 1 Casualty 
Clearing Station. The question as to 
which stationary hospital will be the 
first returned is, however, still under 
discussion, No. 8 General Hospital, 
in Paris, is now being brought to Eng-

land, and “No. 6 General Hospital, 
also in Paris, will follow at the end 
of April. 


In view of the fact that the troops 
from France will be returned to 
Canada via England, practically all 
the hospitals in England will be run 
at full strength to cope with any pos- 
sible emergencies, according to the 
discretion of the director general of 
medical services.

ducts under present conditions does 
not warrant the establishment of 
more than one plant. No large 


quantities of iron ore have been so 
far blocked out at any one place in 
British Columbia. There are now 
two rolling mills operating in British 
Columbia using scrap iron and steel, 
and there is a possibility of this start- 
ing an electric smelting furnace.

Hun Socialists 
Defend Germany 


Say Nation Declared War Becatse 
of Russian Mobilization 
Berne,— The German majority 
socialists, in opposition to the reso- 
lution introduced by Albert Thomas, 
calling for investigation of responsi- 
bility for the war, introduced a reso- 
lution to the effect that the war had 
been the consequence of imperialist 
policy during the last decade, but it 
was the duty of the socialist to es- 
tablish the immediate causes. The 
resolution says that the caus¢s of the 
war were the Austrian ultimatum to 
Serbia, the general mobilization in 
Russia and Germany’s declaration of 
war as a result of Russian mobiliza- 
tion. The German socialists, the res- 
olution says, demand a full investi- 
gation of the facts to establish col- 
lective and personal responsibilities, 
but wait for their comrades in other 
countries ‘to demand a similar invese 

tigation in their countries. 

The German socialists declare that 
the entry of German troops into Bel- 
gium was a violation of the rights 
of peoples which nothing that has 
occurred since has justified.
